In the New Year’s issue of the 
Tres was some account of the beauti- 
ful woods of California. Below are 
farther. and condensed descriptions of 
the principal trees of the Coast, from 
the Oregon border to the Mexican line: 

Pacific Yew, (Tazrus brevifolia). 
The matured heart-timbcr is deep red, 
Or beefsteak-colored, hard, heavy, 
and aptto be brittle if cross-grained ; 
lers, boxes, gu ns, an or turn- 
ing pur general is 
valuable. “Used as posts lasts well 
under ground.

Western “Juniper, (Juniperus Occi- 
dentatis). Has most durable timber 
qualities. As live fences, rock or wall 
screens, boat knees, common carpen-. 
ter and cabinet work it is vaiuable, as 
also for all uses where light, close- 
grained, soft, smooth and compact 
wood is wanted.

California Juniper, (Juniperus Cal- 
ifornica).

Lawson's Fragrant Cypress, (Cham- 
ecyparis Lawsoniana). The timber is 
held in high estimation for floors, 
Llinds and doors, finishing work, and 
for manifold purposes where clear, 
free, soft, and durable wood is requis- 
ite; is rich, very delicately cream- 
tinted, finishes smooth, like eastern 
white pine; for ceilings of ‘rooms the 
aroma is found to be in a get degree 
sanitary. It has become the principal 
wood used for tubs, pails, etc., and is 
found excellent for boats and ships, 
for hollow wood-ware, when- bound 
with brazen hoops, exceedingly neat 
and lasting.

SEALS BY THE HUNDRED. 


a Holiow Iceberg Full of Them 
Astounds a Ship’s Crew. 

Captain Laarsen, of the Norwegian 
bark Friga, now at Noble-street wharf 
discharging cargo, tells the following: 
astonishing story of his last trip to this. 
port:* 

‘‘We were in longitude 50 degrees 
north and latitude 45 degrees east, 
within perhaps three hundred miles of 
the eastern coast of Newfoundland, | 
when we sighted an iceberg,”’ said 
the captain. weather had 
been foggy and we were creeping along 
with short vas, although the wind, 
what there was of 1t, wasfair. Sudden-| 
ly a mountain of ice loomed up and we 
drifted towards it. The iceberg was as 
clear as crystal, with the exeeption of 
a great dark mass in its centre, 


The inhabitants were widely }a fathom or so above the water’s edge. 


From a cleft in the side of the berg a 
slender column of vapor ascended. I 
at once directed my binocular glasses 
upon the crystal mass and discovered 
that the black blotch in the centre was 
moving. Soon it could plainly be seen 
with the naked eye and my men became 
greatly excited. In half an hour we 
were near enough to get at the truth 
and, you may scarcely credit it, that 
iceberg was just swarming with seals. 
There must have been $20,000 worth of 
seal-skins in that berg: The vapor that 


caused by their breathing. | 

‘‘Without exaggeration I think there 
were between two: and three hundred 
seais there. The berg was evidently 
hollow, and the water we could see the 
seals plunge into,now and then was the 
oesan. The wall of ice that separated 
us from the seals appeared to bra a a 
few feet thick, and I think it has*’only 
been there a short time. Very likely it 


‘formed after the seals were there, for it 


is not probable that ‘they would 
have come up in sucb numbers from be- 
low and voluntarily made a place like 
that their home. They no doubt 
gathered there from different parts of a 
big floe and have been floating around 
for months, unable_ to change their 
quarters. 

“After sailing arennd the berg with- 
out finding an opening we hove the 
bark to and lay off that iceberg as long 
as we dared, hoping it would split or 
crack in some manner to give us a 
chance to get at the seals, but nothing 
happened and we had to sail away.”’

‘tle else than the liquid of the butter- 
milk, leaving much of its solid matter 
of the hass, squeezing out only liquid. 
Moreover, when the buttermilk is gath- 
ered into a lump of butter, any taint or 
impurity in the buttermilk, by closer, 
longer, even permanent contact with 
the buiter, materially injures the qual- 
ity of the butter. If, on the other 
hand, the buttermilk and all it contains 
be drawn away before the butter has 
advanced’ beyond the granulated 
form, a more perfect result is secured. 
By washing the butter at a temperature 
with water and brine, the buttermilk 
and all it contains may be removed 
from it, and before any taint or impurity 
has been given t® the butter, and the 
grain be saved from kneading that 
Otherwise would be necessary. In this 
process butter will be taken out com- 
paratively little affected by defects or 
taint in cream. Cream may be advanced 
more or less toward a bitter iaste or de- 
cay, and the butter because being in- 
closed in and protected by its pellicle, 
not yet affected. It is because of this 
protection that sweet butter may be 
made from sour cream. Sourness is an 
advancement toward decay. It is 
equally true that the cream may be 
more or less bitter and the butter hid-

of inclining the trays is that, 
should there be a rainfall during 
the process of drying, the water 
will run off with the least possi- 
ble injury to the fruit.

Coutractivn of the Foot, 
“Coffin Bonz’’ is a term which is 
sometimes improperly used for a condi- 
tion which is more correctly desi 
as contraction of the foot, for the ‘entire 
organ participates more of less in this 
abnormal ,state. Contraction is Ot to 
be ‘considered a disease in itself, but as 
a result of unhealthy changes, which 
various causes have brought about in 
the foot. There is no more fertile cause 
for this. condition, than the almost uni- 
versal habit of ‘opening up the heels’ 
in the prepuration of the foot for the 
shoe. Nature has placed a strong but- 
tress at the heel, which is formed by 
bending in the wall of horn towards the 
centre of the foot, constituting what is 
known as the bar. By cutting into this 
bar at the angle, this defense against 
contraction is very much weakened, and 
sooner or later, owing to its mutilation, 
the shape and size of the foot is altered. 
If the foot is to be preserved in its orig- 
inal normal condition, the entire lower 
surface, except the border of the wall, 
must be left untouched by knife or rasp. 
This cannot be strongly insisted 
upon.
